Shown in the annexed Map, marked A ; the area coloured red representing 
that portion of Ireland which has been surveyed geologically, and of which the 
office plans are prepared and ready to be transferred to the plates of the reduced 
one-inch Map of Ireland ; the area coloured blue, that portion of the country in 
which the geological survey is in progress.

2d. A Skeleton Map,! to show that Portion of Ireland of which the Reduced 
Maps are prepared, and on which the Geological Features are in course 
of being marked in. 

The Skeleton Map, marked B, prepared at the Ordnance Map Office, shows 
the progress of the reduced one-inch Map to the 28th February 1855. The 
geological boundaries were marked in on the unfinished dry proof of sheet 36, 
and returned to the Ordnance Office for engraving in February 1854 : proofs 
containing these engraved lines were received in August 1854, and, having been 
revised, were returned for completion about the end of August 1654.

Geological Survey since the Return made in 1801 (Parliamentary 
I aper, No. 038), in which it is stated that “ the following Area has been 
completed and published : the Counties of Dublin, Wicklow, Wexford, 
Carlow, and Kilkenny and also, where the Office for the Sale of the 
Geological Maps of those Counties lias been established, and the Number 
of the Maps which have been Sold. 



No progress has boon made in the publication of the Maps of the Irish Ceolo- 
s lca . '-' lrv, -y since the year 1861, as it was thought imailvisablo to extend the 
publication of geological editions of the small comity Index Mails (at considerable 
expense, and with very unsatisfactory results), when the one-inch sheet Maps of 
the whole booth of Ireland were expected very shortly to be ready for the recep- 
tion of the geological work.
